Nathaniel Mosely Blows George 


Spencer's Head Off at Harts= 


ville This Morning.

George Spencer, a Grand Army veteran, 
was shot and instantly killed at Harts- 
Ville, this morning, by Nathaniel Mosely, 
a half-witted man. Moaely fled to the 
woods immediately after the shooting 
and searching parties were dispatched in 
all directions. 


Spencer was 53 years old, and leaves a 


widow and three children. Spencer was 
standing in the doorway of his own house 
when he was shot down. The murderer, 
who is 35 years old, was a former inmate 
of the asylum for insane at Northampton, 
having spent two terms there. He was dis- 
charged each time as cured. 


But the people of Mill River village, 


which joins the village of Hartsville, 
where he has resided, have always been 
afraid of him. 
Moaely lived with hi8 


mother awhile at Mill River, but she, too, 
became afraid of him and went to live aj 
Mr. Spencer's residence. 
Mosely was 


generally of morose disposition and fre- 
quently subject to violent outbursts of 
temper. Several times he threatened to 
kill people with whom he had differences' 


Mosely called at Spencer's house at 6 


self with walking around and watching 
the place for a quarter of an hour. Ho 
then discharged a gun at random. About 
8 o'clock, however, Mosely returned an-1 
seeing a son of Mr. Spencer's in tbe ynrcl 
he called him. Mosely inquired where 
bis mother was and demanded that she 
come back and live with him but she de- 
clined. Mosely then went to the kitchen 
claor and Mr. Spencer came out. Moaely 
was very much agitated and charged 
Spencer with plotting to keep his mol her 
from him. 


The farmer attempted to cilm the man 


but he was not successful and the insane 
man raised an old gun which he carried 
and discharged it. The full charge struck 
Snenoer in the head. The top of his head 
was blown off aud he fell heavily outside 
the door and died almost instantly. 


After the shooting Mosely gave a loud 


shout of triumph and immediately disap- 
peared in the direction of the heavily 
woodsd mountains. Spencer's son ran to 
tlie fish hatchery and gave the alarm. 
Searching parties have been looking for 
the murderer all the forenoon but up to 12 
o'clock he had not been found.

Justice Field quits the United States 


•oprome court without waiting for the 
decreo from a higher source which has 
summoned so many of his predecessors 
from their grave duties in that august 
tribunal. 
Appointed by President Lin- 


coln m 1863, the retiring justice has sur- 
vived to realize his desire to surpass the 
term of service placed to the credit of 
Chief Justice Marshall. 


It is a remarkable record for a man to 


look tiack upon at 81, covering a period of 
participation in the exacting labors of the 
court almost as long as the duration of 
the average human life. Yet to the ven- 
erable jurist, penning his resignation last 
April, it seemed as it his term of service 
had gone "with the swiftness of a tale 
that is told." 


Ill health has made it impossible for 


Justu-e Field to keep up with the de- 
mands of his important post the past few 
years, and those who have seen him on 
the lionch have marveled that the thin, 
patrrirehal figure, with the bent should- 
ers, wan and colorless features and snowy 
hair was capable of even irregular attend- 
ance upon the sittings of the court. 


The- justice's career has been as upright 


and unassailable as it has been of unpre- 
cedented duration, yet it did not respond 
to all his aspirations. In the most exalted 
judicial circles, as in the political realm, 
ambitious souls reach out for the unat- 
tainable. 
Justice Fieid wanted to be 


Weary and old with ser- 
vice he now leaves the bench with his 
lo.ising unrealized.

HAHICKO OUT. 


The wisdom of ^cjr.rinx out of a girls' 


high school Victor Uugo's celebrated 
story "Let; Miserables" on the ground of 
its immorality is questionable. Such ac- 
tion has been taken by the text book com- 
mittee of Philadelphia's board of educa- 
tion, after an animated discussion, In 
which it is noticeable that the only woman 
member 
of 
the committee defended 


Hugo's immortal work. 


Of course the purpose of the committee 


was highly commendable—the withhold- 
ing from young girls of everything that 
might detract from high ideals of virtue 
and purity. No duty is plainer than for 
those who have the training of the youag 
to set before them high ideals of life and 
conduct a ad to protect them as far as 
possible from contaminating influences of 
every kind. If the fulfillment of this duty 
entails this barring of Hugo's masterpiece 
from the high schools, then the Philadel- 
phia committee haver done wisely and 
well. 


Kut can it be successfully maintained 


that "Les Miserables" ia any more sus- 
ceptible lo such a charge than scores of 
other masterpieces of literature? Unfor- 
tunately great writers in all ages have 
thought it necessary to depict the vices of 
mankind and in "holding the mirror up 
to nature" they have often dwelt with 
coarse Irankne-.s repugnant to pure and 
high-mimled souls. Unfortunately it has 
been found necessary to expurgate many 
famous works before placing them in the 
hands of tue modern public. "Les Miser- 
ables" is no more "tainted" with improp- 
er teaching than many other books to be 
found in c very household. From the days 
of Terence and Horace to thosa of Byron 
and Goethe, Thackeray, George Eliot and 
and Du Maurier, it has been possible to 
find the bad as well as the good, even in 
the better class of poetry and fiction, and 
we cannot see why the great French Re- 
publican's worE should be regarded as 
specially \vorse than the rest. Its good 
features have given it its place in litera- 
ture, not its bad ones. Hugo's conception 
of the good bishop and his graphic picture 
of the battle of Waterloo are the features 
of the work most apt to impress them- 
selves indolibly on the mind of his read- 
ers. 


We are not defending the habit of leav- 


ing the young without direction in tue se- 
lection of their reading. It is desirable 
that mature and discreet heads should dis- 
criminate for them. But such discrimina- 
tion may be carried to the extent of prud- 
ery, and by laying too much stress upon 
the objectionable character oi' certain 
books exoite the curiosity of boys and 
girls to rend the forbidden works at their 
first opportunity, thus defeating the end 
desired. 


It will be better, in our opinion, to for- 


tify the minds of the young against the 
temptations of alluring but deadening sin 
by setting before them high ideals of 
honor, purity and virtue, and by constant 
precept, example and influence teach 
them to ]ove the good and hate the bad. 
All through life they will be daily brought 
in contact with evil, the only safe pro- 
tection against which will be their power 
to recognize it even in its mo'st dis- 
guised forms and to choose the en- 
nobling, the refining and the pure, in- 
stead of the base and the immoral,

The sharks were most plentiful neai 


a long, narrow island, and here the 
boys made their headquarters.

Storage of Vegetables. 


Potatoes, turnips, table beets, car- 


rots, etc., should be kept where it is 
perfectly 
dark and the protection 


should be afforded as soon as they ar9 
taken from the ground. 
If stored in, 


i cellar, there is nothing better than, 
i good tight barrel with three inches 
3f sand on top. Take any cheap ma- 
terial, old bran sacks are best, cut in 
pieces the right size to well cover the 
'.op of the barrel, then put on the sand 
ind the following spring you will find 
your vegetables as fresh and plump 
is when taken from the ground. Keep 
the cellar cool, but never take any 
stance of letting frost get in. If there 
Is the least danger of this, burn a few 
lamps, or better, a kerosene stove, till 
danger is over. 


Potatoes 
deteriorate 
in 
cooking 


qualities when exposed to light prob- 
ibly more than any vegetable grown, 
and should strictly be kept in perfect 
darkness if the highest quality is to be 
preserved. Probably the cheapest and 
most desirable method of storage in 
large quantity is in pits in the field. 
Dig the pits when the crop is taken 
out and fill directly. Do not fear water 
Eor you never will find any either in. 
actual or imaginary quantity in the 
pits. 


Experience suggests that a pit 6 ft 


long, 3 wide and 3 to 4 deep for gener- 
al purposes is best, though for man- 
gels the length might be greater with 
safety. Fill the pits even full or a 
trifle less and cover immediately with 
1 good heavy layer of tops or if thesa 
are valuable for feeding, with bright 
stra-w or hay. Do not put on any 
Kirth until there is danger of a winter 
freeze and then do not cover more 
than 5 or 6 inches des-p. When indi- 
cations point to the ground freezing 
2 or 3 inches in 24 hours shape the 
top of the pit like the roof of a house 
with all the soil. It is not necessary 
to make any provision for drawing off 
surface water. Before /covering on 
any soil- a stick should be placed in 
3ach corner of the pit as nearly per- 
pendicular as possible for a guide in 
covering. As simple as the operation 
may seam an 
expert cannot cover 


evenly and 
be certain that exposed 


portions are safe without these guides. 
Cover the cold side much more secure- 
ly than 
the sunny side. Take 
out 


these vegetables any sunny day dur- 
ing the winter when, wanted, when 
the mercury is above freezing. Do not 
leave any vegetables in a pit to be 
taken out at another time. In filling 
something over 2000 pits I never have 
found any sign of water and very raie- 
ly damage by frost. The chief danger 
in the use of this method is in cover- 
Ing with earth 
before the sweating 


process is complete. 


Cabbage are best kept by turning 


the heads down on the top of a row, 
placing as closely as possible. After 
standing in this v«ay for a day or two 
ao that all 
the water 
may be well 


drained out, throw up the earth on 
each side in the shape of a roof, com- 
pletely covering the 
whole cabbage, 


stump and all. When taken out they 
should be marketed at once. Onions 
will keep best in a temperature very 
near freezing, but the air must be dry, 
and the layer about a foot deep or 
less. Shake over a little bedding and 
if the frost happens to touch the bulbs 
no harm will be done. Squash and 
pumpkins keep all right if the air is 
:lry and 
moderately 
warm.—A. A.

A Remedy for Scour in Calves. 


Scouring in calves gives trouble on 


all, and sometimes causes very serious 
loss on a few farms. It is an infec- 
tious dysentery in young animals, and 
frequently less than 10 per cent, of 
those attacked are saved. The more 
general trouble is known as white 
scours or gastroenteritis, and most 
farmers have a private remedy for it. 
A. great thing is to prevent scour if 
possible by the careful changing of 
food and attention to diet generally. 
On looking through the cow houses on 
\ large Danish dairy farm recently, I 
noticed that in the troughs in the calf 
pens there were always two lumps for 
the animals to lick. O'ne was the cus- 
tomary piece of rock salt and the oth- 
zr a piece of chalk. 
To an inguiry, 


tlie learned 
professor who had the 


farm under his direction replied that 
it was to keep the calves from becom- 
ing sour in the stomach. He added 
that rock salt and chalk were always 
easily accessible and the calves were 
never 
or rarely 
troubled with 
the 


complaint which is so prevalent 'on 
American farms. In all probability it 
may be an old-fashioned precaution, 
known to many people, as prepared 
chalk is a constituent of some rer:w- 
dies for diarrhoea and scouring, but 
it is not generally followed.—A. J.

They will reach Clarks- 
burg about the middle of next week, and 
v; ill be an object of much interest to the 
farmers of this section. The milk from 
the cows will be sold in this city.
